“NO PROTEST RECEIVED" 

John Collier, national secretary 
of the American Indian Defense 
Association, charged that IndiaA 
Bureau officials assured the Nava- 
jos their funds were to be spent 
largely for tribal purposes, the 
purchase of stock, implements and 
seed. The assurance was given, 
it is charged. to quiet their fears 
that their money would be spent 
on the white man’s bridge. Yet 
when the appropriation wae be- 
fore the House Committee on In- 
dian Affaires, the question was 
asked at to what the Navajoe 
thought about the matter and the 
assistant Indian Commissioner re- 
plied, “We have received no pro- 
test against this.” 

“The Navajos were not informed 
that the Indian Bureau was taking 
thie attitude in Washington,” Col- 
lier charges. 

Representative Frear has intro- 
duced a joint resolution which pro- 
vides for the appointment of a 
committee of ten members of 
Congress to investigate the Rureau 
of Indian Affairs and charges of 
mistreatment and misgovernment 
of the Indians.

By a 7-to-3 vote, with Commis- 
sioners Esch, Meyer and Aitchison 
dissenting, the commission held 
| that while the carrtfers hopéd to 
stimulate traffic through the pro- 
posed reductions and increase net 
revenues, they had not applied the 
cuts to intermediate destinations 
because this would have “more 
than offset the gain from increased 
traffic to the ports.” 


LONG AND SHORT HAUTTL ISSUE 


The case had been pending for 
three years and involves the long 
short hau! provision of Sec- 
tion Four of the Interstate Com- 
merce Act, which makes it discre- 
tlonary with the commission to 
grant relief by permitting lower 
rates for long than short hauls. 

The Goodtag bill, pending in the 
Senate, will wipe out this discre- 
tienary power. 

The commission held that the 
reduced rates would have diverted 
& substantial volume of traffic, 
principally iron and steel articies. 
from interior eastern points to 
Chicago territory, and would have 
deprived eastern lines of the rev- 
enue they now derive from the 
movement of such traffic to Atlan- 
tic ports. No estimate of this 
loss, it @.'d, appears in the record 
of the case. 

With an all-rail rate from Chi- 
cago on 399,000 tons of iron and 
steel a year and a gain of 50 per 
cent, because of the reduction tin 
rail rates, the commission declared 
by way of illustration, the eastern 
lines would lose the revenue of 
150,000 tons.

In 
ithe 60’s they came to be owred by 
Juan Forster, a celebrated char- 
acter of early days. 

When Forster died the 
grants passed to his fon, who 
forthwith journeyed to Ban n- 
cleco and spent gay hours where 
glasses clinked and lights glowec 
and beauty smiled. Then a mort- 
gage.

This Southland em- 
rire feliginio ‘he hands of James 
Flood 


Flood was the of that 
Napoleonic group. Flood, Falr, 
Macklin and O’Brien, who wrung 
on avalanche of millions from the 
Comstock Lode in Nevada. Flood 
was not a rancher. Hie financial 
cperations held him in San Fran- 
claco. S80 he looked about for a 
man to send south to operate the 
cumbersome preperty. 

He finally selected a young 
Irieh gentieman, Richard O'Neiil. 
O'Neill took tne 
to San Diego, put on His “riding 
garments and rode the fifty miles 
hack into the bille where destiny 
wae to hold bim for the remain- 
ing days of his life. 

GIVEN HALF-INTEREST 

His success at cattle-raising 
brought O'Neill a half-interest in 
the Santa Margarita. At his 
death. this half-interest passed to 
Jerome. his son. The Fleod halt- 
mterest, likewise, went to James 
Fioed, Jr. Thus the second gen- 
eration of O'Neill and Fleod held 
the long borders of the ranch 
against the invasion of progress. 

By a curiows coincidence, both 
men died last month, only a day 
apart. Their three grants, located 
in the three tounties of Riverside, 
San Diego and Orange, conse- 
quently became great pawns on 
the real-estate chessboard of 
Southern California.

GREAT future was seen for the town of 
Cahuenga by the five enterprising men 
who laid it out as a “model suburb of 
Los Angeles” in 1888. So certain were 
they that Cahuenga would some day 
assume a position of relative importance 

among the communities of the Southland that they pub- 
lished a little red-covered booklet, presumably written 
by one of their number, and telling in glowing terms of 
the natural advantages that were to be found in the 
townsite and of the future prosperity that was undoubt- 
edly in store for it. 

But the wildest flights of imagination of the writer - 
of that booklet could not have told of the national fame 
and the fortune that were one day to come to the town. 

Truly, the name Cahuenga didn’t become nationally 
famous—but the town itself did, for when the five men 
laid out what they believed would be known in the future 
as Cahuenga they were in reality laying out the begin- 

._nings of Hollywood, destined one day to be known in 
every hamlet as the motion-picture capital of America. 

The five men who founded the town were C. J. Rich- 
ards, C. M. Baker, F. C. Garbutt, A. C. Fish and N. B. 
Carter. They composed the board of directors of the 
Caheunga Land and Water Company, a concern organ- 
ized for the purpose of giving birth to the municipality 
that was in the future to be known as Hollywood. Their 
booklet was published for the announced purpose of 
broadcasting “facts concerning Southern California in 
general and the town of Cahuenga in particular, with the 
compliments of the Cahuenga Land and Water Com- 
pany.” 

The only clew to the identity of the author are the 

. initials A.C.F., presumably those of Mr. Fish, a member 


of the board of directors. 


The author sails right into 


his subject that “Califor- 
nia’s future prosperity will 
come from a soil of sur- 
passing richness in a cli- ~~ 
mate the most genial and | 
attractive in America.”

The Miller property was particularly desirable be- 
cause it carried with it the water rights in Miller Canyon, 
still held by the family, and Senator Cole endeavored 
many times to purchase the Miller holdings in order to 
obtain the water which he needed for his ranch in Cole- 
grove. Employing Chinese labor, Mr. Miller grew early

A story—or a collection—of diamonds could not be 
complete without the presence of the tragedy-stained 
Hope or the gigantic Cullinan, the largest of all stones. 


French Crown Jewels 


The Hope weighs 44.25 carats and belongs to the 
rarest species of blue diamonds—there are only two other 
stones of a similar color known. Years ago Louis XIV 
bought a beautiful large blue Indian diamond, which in 
recorded in an fnventory of the French crown jewels in 
1791. When these jewels were subsequently stolen, 
three blue diamonds—believed to be parts of the same 
stone—made their appearance on continental markets. 
The smallest piece became the property of an English 
dealer; the next largest was purchased by the Duke of 
Brunswick, and the largest—the Hope—came into the 
possession of a banker by the same name in the begin- 
ning of the nineteenth century. On the death of the 
banker it became the property of several heirs, all of 
whom shortly died in tragical circumstances. It was 
later sold to the Duchess of Newcastle for £25,000, still 
later to a representative of the Turkish court for 2,000,- 
000 francs and is now reputed to be in the possession of 
an American millionaire. 


The Huge Cullinan 


The Cullinan, which weighed in its original form, 
reproduced in this collection, 3024.75 carats, was pur- 
chased in 1907 for £150,000 by the South African gov- 
ernment as a present for King Edward of England. It 
was cut in Amsterdam by the firm of I. J. Asscher and 
from it nine large diamonds were procured. The first, a 
drop brilliant weighing 51614 carats, is in the British 
scepter; the second, a square brilliant of about 310 carats, 
is the central figure in the British crown. ‘In addition to 


these there are a pendeloque of ninety-two carats, a 
square diamond of sixty-two carats, a heart-shaped stone 
of eighteen and three-eighths carats, five stones of from 
four to eleven carats each and ninety-six small brilliants 
weighing a total of seven and three-eighths carats. The 
wed stone has seventy-four and the second sixty-six 
acets. 

Of the remaining jewels in the collection, the Jubilee 
is perhaps the most famous. It weighs 239 carats and 
was cut originally as a gift to Queen Victoria, but for 


some reason never reached her. It has been held for 
years by a Paris syndicate for sale. 


Not for Sale 
The Tiffany, an orange brilliant of 125.5 carats, is 
the “only thing the House of Tiffany owns which is not 


for sale.” 


The Dresden Diamond weighs seventy-six and one 
half carats and belongs to an Indian prince. 

The Stewart, weighing 120 carats, is a yellowish 
diamond now in the Cabinet of Minerals at Vienna. 

The Star of Este, a beautiful brilliant of about 
twenty-five carats, was the property of the late Archduke 


Francis Ferdinand of Austria.

Pope Julius II paid 20,000 
ducats for it a short time later, and in 1665 the stone 
became the property of the Duke of Tuscany, whence it 
came into the possession of the Austrian crown through 


Sancy’s History 
In 1765 Lord Pigott bought a brilliant ef eighty-two 
and one-half carats from an Indian prince and raffled it 
in London—and later it came into the hands of a vice- 
roy of Egypt, who destroyed it during a fit of rage. 


The Sancy. a stone of fifty-three and one-half carats, 
was in 1475 in the possession of King Antonia of Portu-

In 1688 it was the property of King James II of 
England, who sold it to Louis XIV.

is owned by the Maharajah of Cutralla, India.

The idea that radio is necessarily 
seasonal and that people won't 
buy radio sets in the summer « 
waning, according to the observa- 
tions of J. A. Hartley, president 
and general manager of Pacific 
Wholesale Radio inc., distributors 
of Freed-Eisemann receivers, 1410 | 
South Sam Pedro street. 

“The immense popularity of lo- 
cal programs, which can be heard | 
with great enjoyment in summer 
as well as in winter, is one of the 
big factors In driving out this sea- 
“onal tradition from the radio 
business," said Mr. Hartley. “Of 
course, no one denies that all- 
around reception is better in win- 
ter than in summer. But the dif 
ference is not appreciable so far 
local receotion is concerned 
And since the bi¢ casting 
stations are maintaining the same 
quality of entertainment through- 
out the year, I, for one, look to 
see the public show quite as great 
interest in being able to enjoy that 
ntertainment at all seasons. 

“Another factor in minimizing 
the difference between seasons is 
the great improverent in receiv- 
ers and in broadcasting In th 
early days of radio, reception war 
“neertain in quality at best. and 
had to have every condition fa- 
vorable in order to be anything 
enjoyable. Under such clir- 
cumstances, the superiority of win- 
ter over stimmer reception Was 
hound to be very marked.

Buying books for a public H- 
brary, which circulates more than 
5,000,000 volumes yearly, as the 
Los Angeles library does, selecting 
new books, old books, rare books, 
foreign books and replacements, is 
no slight task. Skill in such pur- 
chasing involves a lifetime study 
of books as literature. a practical 
knowledge of the points that de- 
termine the physical make-up of 
a book a familiarity with pub- 
lishers and an estimation of the 
value of publicity methods pur- 
sued by publishers in creatine 
se lers, an acquaintance with 
local, national and foreign mar- 
kets and an instinct for the prob- 
able trend of public taste in books. 
In addition to the many quali- 
fications which aid in selection of 
current publications, the ideal bouk 
buyer of a large library must 
possess the col'ector’s instinct, the 
love of old and rare books, re- 
quiring the vigilant watching of 
trade journals, catalogs and pos- 
sible markets for the treasures 
that link the printer's art with the 
Selden names of literature, of 
which every library worthy of the 
name must contain a sample.

REPORT NEW VALLEY ROUTE 


Proposed San Joaquin West Side Highway Would 
Be 200 Feet Wide and Shorter 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 

SACRAMENTO, March 13.—The 
Proposed west side highway 
through the San Joaquin Vallty 
Should be located on practically a 
@irect line from the vicinity of 
Maricopa, Kern county, to Tracy. 
Gan Joaquin county, with a right of 
way 2300 feet in width, to make 
ble a great through-traffic 
ulevard from the south end of 
valley to the bay region, ten 
milles shorter than the 


State highway and many hours 


shorter in time of travel. 
‘ This is the recommendation of 
State Highway Engineer R. M. 
Morten. whose report has been 
tranemitted to the boards of ruper- 
visors of Freeno and Kings coun- 
ties. The two counties recently 
asked for the assistance of the 
Btate Highway Commission in the 
determination of @ proper route 
for a north-and-south highway on 
“the West Side. 

The original request of Fresno 

eounty for the aid of State engin- 


tion upon the part of Kings coun- 
ty. The requests led to a more ex- 
tensive investigation than at first 
contemplated, when it was found 
impractical to consider a route 
through any one county without a 
study of its relation to the location 
in adjoining counties. The report 
is a study of the location of a West 
Side highway for its entire jencth 
through the San Joaquin Valley. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 
Asserting the conviction that if 
a west-side highway project to 
be undertaken by any road-bulid- 
it should be along the 


ing agency, 
broadest lines of highway engin- 
eering, the State Highway Engin- 


eer makes the following recom- 
mendations: 

(1.) That the highway start in 
the vicinity’ of Tracy, Ban Joaditin 
county, ands«extend on a straight 
line west of the Southern Pacific 
Railroad to Crows Landing, Stanis- 
laws county, cross to the east of 
the railroad at that point and ex- 
tend on a direct line to the vi-

near McKittrick, ern county, 
from which point it would follow 
the foothills to Maricop:; 

2. That the project be con- 
sidered as a whole from the view- 
point of a main through-trafmfoce 
route to relieve congestion on the 
existing trunk highways through 
the Ban Joaquin Valley and down 
the coast:

ley. 

The inception of such a high- 
way, the report points out, is pos- 
sible at the present time. The rec- 
ommended rout; would traverse a 
virgin country, without centers of 
population and improvements that 
would interfere with construction 
along the lines indicated. Hold- 
ings are large and this fact would 
facilitate negotiations for rights of 
way. The country is susceptible of 
development which the ighway 
would stimulate. 

Commenting further, Mr. Mor- 
ton says: 

“Objectionable features of the 
[resent State highway shout be 
avoided tn locating another road. 
It should be one-half mile distant 
parallel railroad lines, to 
permit of local industrial develop- 
ment and expansion. It should 
avold railroad crossings, and those 
necessary should be separated 
frqm the highway grade. Grade

Two hundred feet of right of way 
will be required and should now be 
provided. 

“Buch a projected highway is 
not a chimera. Already such proj- 
ects are in view In the highly de- 
veloped sections of Southern Cali- 
fornia, and adjacent to large cities 
in the Bastern States. It is prac- 
ticable to accomplish, prior to the 
tremendous development and in- 
crease in property values which 
can be expected in much of the 
territory on the west side of the 
San Joaquin Valley. The routing 
of such a Sighway from Kern 
county to Tracy would permit of 
eventual extension across the del- 
ta country and into the Sacramen- 
to Valley, where it could be con- 
tinued until the mountains are 
reached in the northern part of 
the State. 

“The development of such a 
project can be gradual. The first 
step would probably be the con- 
struction at local expense of the 
slow-traffic lanes near the outer 
edges of the right of way.” 

The report, discussing various 
projected lines for the proposed 
highway, points out that the length 
of existing courity roads down the 
west side, together with suggested 
new connecting sections, is 274.46 
miles. This routing was investi- 
gated by State engineers, but they 
recommend the direct line. which 
has a length of 246.8 miles, and 
ie 27.8 miles shorter than the’ 
roads.

_ Anticipation is stronger than 
realization, but 
pleasant, is the now-amended ver- 
sion of an often-repeated epigram. 

“Pear of being injured,” says 
F. H. Simon of the Watson Stabila- 
tor Company of Los Angeles, le- 
cal distributors of Watson stabila- 
tors, “is usually more painful 
than the injury iteeilf.

The red on white 
warning signs have been piaced in 
positions where they will be most 
readily seen, and the biack-and- 
white “barber-pole” stripes that 
are maintained on the sign-pvosts 
are expected to catch the eve of 
even the most careless motorists. 
Motorists are advised to obey the 
signs at all times, since the various 
city authorities have laid plans for 
rigid enforcement of the new rule 
in their municipal ordinances.

One of¢he outstanding features of the ag- 


re are many well-established pcualtry 
plants in the county, and the business is de- 
veloped in a highly specialized way, some 
confining their activities to the hatching 
of baby chicks, others buying their stock 
and supplying the egg market, while still 
others develop fancy stock or trapnest and 
sell mated pens for high production. Added 
to the numbers of poultry producers are 
hewcomers who turn to poultry in consider- 
able numbers. 


Many of these are not familiar with 
Southern California conditions, and some of 
them have never raised chickens. Of par- 
ticular advantage to them is the agricultural 
extension service, a co-operative agency of 
the United States Department of Agricul- 
ture and the State college of agriculture, 
working through the local farm adviser’s 
office. The information it has represents 
the accumulated experience of the success- 
ful poultrymen of the State, fleld studies of 
the extension service and the farm bureau, 
and covers everything from breeding to 
house plans and feeding rations. Poultry- 
men are urged by the farm, adviser to call 
at the office, 230 Court street, ask their 
questions by mail or invite a visit at their 
ranches,

S eutting neither wilt nor freese, that 
endure in either frozen zone or desert 
waste that serve as a substitute for fresh 
flowers anywhere are being produced in 
commercial quantities in Southern Califor- 
nia. ft ie said that where clse in the 
United States other than California bas the 
growing of everlasting flowers become a dis- 
tinet and stable industry. 

In San Diego county alone this unique in- 
dustry utilises almost 100 acres along the 
coast. Its pioneer is said to be I. J. Thomp- 
son of La Jolla, who began to plant ever- 
lasting flowers in commercial quantities nine 
years ago. Since that time many others 
have entered this field. Now, the . 
marketing and selling of the product em- 
ploys more than 200 persons in San Diego 
county alone.

Up to recently it was 
thought that the everlasting flowers should 
be grown on dry, thin soil, but experience 
has proven the old method unprofitable. 
The climate of Southern California has 
proven to be particularly adapted to the 
growing of these strange flowers and 
grasses. Here they are grown in the open 
in every season. There is no month without 
e profusion of blooms. Some _ varieties 
bloom constantly throughout the year, oth. 
ers flower only in the summer, while some 
prefer the wigter and still others the spring 
and autumn. 
MARKETING THE CROP 


When the Sowers are gathered they are 
at once bung up in bunches, with heads 
downward, from a ceiling, to dry, until all 
the moisture has evaporated from the stems. 
Some are sold just as they come from the 
garden, but most of them are arranged in 
more formal boquets, or in baskets provid- 
ed for the purpose, with varieties and colors 
artistically combined. 

Tourtets buy. great quantities of flowers 
for shipment home, and considerable sums 
are often spent by individuals at roadside 
stores on the Coast highway handling the 
“everlastings.” A single bunch of flowers 
of artistic arrangement may cost many dol 
lars. In both San Diego and Los Angeles 
are stores dealing exclusively in this class of 
Sower. A dozen roadside stores between 
Los Angeles and San Diego sell to passing 
sightseers.

system of irrigation utilised. As the new 
garden has not as yet been piped, the water 
was carried to the highest point by hose, 
then conducted to the head of the rows by a 
flume made of scrap redwood from the lum- 
ber pile. Later a stationary fume will per- 
haps be constructed. As the back furrow 
ran the length of the plot, the natural slope 
was both ways from the middle, so the ditch 
was made on top of this higher level. 

The first planting was made on five double 
rows that were made up as described in the 
previous article. Before planting these, wa- 
ter was allowed to run slowly down the fur- 
row, so that it soaked in well up on the 


shoulder of the ridge. When this was ready 


to cultivate I ran the wheelplow with the 
cultivator attachment through, then leveled 

the top of the ridge carefully. The seed was 

ne. 

Turnips, carrots, and beets took up the 
first three rows. Both carrots and turnips 
should be. planted about an eighth of an 
inch deep and the moist soll firmly packed 
over the seed. Beets are covered about a 
half inch, although i the soll ts moist 
enough, the placing can be more shallow. 
Beet seed is large, and draws heavily on 
the moisture cétitent of the soll, so that this 
must be ample before plantings are @iade. 

The other tWo rows were broketi up for 
lettuce, mustard (for grééné,) green’ onions, 
radishes and kohlrabi. of these vege- 
tables should be planted between a quarter 
and an eighth of an inch deep. 

The next planting was sweet corn, several 
short rows of it. The furrows were flooded, 
and when ready, thoroughly and deeply 
worked to insure a good seed bed. Then 
the wheel plow was utilized to throw these 
furrows open‘again, and the seed was 
dropped in holes every twenty-four inches 
and covered with the foot, by dragging over 
some of the loose soil from the shoulder of 
the furrow on top of seed. This is an old- 
time market garden practice well adapted to 
the home garden. At least six seeds should 
be dropped in a hill, and covered an inch or 
an inch and a quarter deep in moist soil. 
Later, when the stalks grow in height, the 
soll can be pulled in around them, and event- 
ually the planting furrow will disappear, and 
a new one for irrigation can be formed be 
tween rows. 

String beans followed, and planting was 
made much in the same way as is described 
for sweet corn, with the exception that the 
hills were spaced only twelve inches apart, 
and the seed covered only an inch deep, and 
not packed too tightly. Then, the planting 
furrows were only about two inches deep. 

FOR LATER PLANTING 

Following the beans came a row for ese 
plant and peppers. These plants are not yet 
set out, buat will be ia by the fret of April. 
The per method is to secure a few hardy 
planta from a seedmap or nufsery and set 
them out, rather than endeavoring to pro 
duce plants. In setting out the plants, first 
spade up the soil carefully. Peppers should 
not be closer than thirty inches, eggplant 
thirty-twofinches. To set out plants suc 
cessfully, first dig a hole with the hand, 
about four inches across and six or eight 
inches deep, according to the size of the 
plant.

TRELLIS FOR “CUKES” 

The planting of cucumbers was made next, 
and much in the same way as for the squash 
except that the hills were placed three feet 
apart. I trellis cucumbers, and ac- 
counts for the close spacing. 

I have left three rows for tomatoes, and 
will set out the plants just as was directed 
above for peppers and eggplant. The rows 
are spaced about 50 inches across and the 
plants set four feet apart in the rows. These 
will be trellised too. 

And now for varieties. On the double 
rows, I planted Purple Top Globe turnips, 
for they are the best all-around sort. They 
do not mature as rapidly as the Strap Leaf,

my own which is much earlier than the reg- 
ular Kentucky Wonder. It came as a sport 
in my garden last year, and it will be given 
thorough trial again this season. The Ken- 
tueky Wonder is chosen for its edible quall- 
ties and prolificacy, as well as for the fact 
that it is a pole bean, and therefore the 
most economical of space. 

The Ruby King pepper, if it can be se 
cured, is best. Not all nurseries have plants 
of this sort, but some carry the Ruby Giant, 
which is also a good variety. The Chinese 
Giant is a good commercial sort, but it does 
not produce over a long enough season for 
the home garden. The New York Improved 
is the only good eggplant for local 
garden planting. 

I planted both the White Bush Scallop and 
the Italian summer squash. Each has its 
good points, but I am gradually being preje- 
diced in favor of the Italian types. They 
are of finer texture and flavor usually. 

As ah exponent of “serial” gardening, I 
plant the Japanese climbing cucumber each 
year, and train the plants ap on a trellis,

Care After Childbirth 

There is no reason, whatseéever, biologt 
cally or physiologically, why a woman must 
lose her charm and beauty merely because 
she has become a mother. It is an easily 
observable fact that with marriage and 
motherhood the physical beauty and sym 
metry of physique rapidly disappears. 

From an ideal standpoint, motherhood, 
if anything, should enhance woman's beauty, 
giving her a perfection unattainable other 
wise. This, however, can never be until the 
training for motherhood is just as seriously 
applied as the training for a vocation. 

When childbirth is robbed of its terrors, 
when it becomes a physiological instead of 
a pathological process, then woman may 
expect an increase in her physical allure 
ments instead of their diminution. 

A number of rules during pregnancy and 
after childbirth are necessary. Exercise 
should play a leading role in the hygiene of 
both the mother to be and the mother fn 
fact. Exercise of the right kind keeps the 
muscles agile, supple and elastic. System. 
atically and patiently applied, it will da 
more than any other single factor in bring- 
ing back the shapeliness and beauty she 
had before. 

After baby comes, it is a genuine mistake 
to rely on artificial devices to maintain the 
shapeliness of the figure. Corsets, bands, or 
other supports cannet do the work of the 
muscles. If anything, they prevent normal 
muscular development and retard the ef- 
forts of the body to restore itself to normal. 

As a rule, for two weeks after childbirth 
the average mother is inactive.

VENTILATION 

Although the old cultures of the Orient 
have developed a deep understanding of 
the physiological aspects of human breath- 
ing, the truths about proper physical condi- 
tions of the alr for our breath are new and

are whe night air led to the pernicious but wide 


spread custom of closing the house up tight 
at sundown. The pursuant use of incense 
and perfumes is proof of the infantile stage 
of ventilating habits. 

As long as we use directly the immense 
reservoir of air the out-of-doors provides, 
no problem of air supply arises. If, how- 
ever, a portion of this body is inclosed in a 
room, conditions change entirely. The air 
in the room will be changed, chemically, 
physically and bacteriologically through the 
exhalations of the imhabitants and objects 
in the room until it is entirely unfit to sus- 
tain life. 

This inclosed body of air is not of even 
consistency, but arranges itself in layers ac- 
cording to its temperature and density. The 
moisture released through our breath and 
our skin tends to rise toward the ceiling, 


. and forms a layer of invisible clouds. The 


carbon dioxide produced in our lungs, on 
the other hand, is heavier than clean air, 
and sinks to the floor. It is, therefore, evi- 
dent that proper constant ventilation ne- 
cessitates exhaust openings to the outside 
near the ceiling and near the floor, whereas 
the pure air should be allowed to enter at 
the height of its level of density. 


The usual open window creates a current 
of air through the room which does not ef- 
ficiently affect the layers of air above the 
level of ite lintel, below the level of its sfll, 
and in the corners of the room. This start- 
ling fact has its parallel in the warm or 
cold water currents of the ocean, which are 
able to transverse distances of thousands of 
miles without mixing very much with the 
surrounding fluid. If such localized cur- 
rents of air through a reom attain very no- 
ticeable speed we call them “drafts.” 


To breathe polluted air most of the time, 
only to get a few wafts of fresh air for 
short periods by opening a window or two, 
is ah unclean procedure. The lack of tight- 
ness of the average window or door is a 
lifesaving feature, and the advent of the 
modern metal weather strip a real menace, 
provided no other means to obtain a con- 
stant and diversified ventilation is pro 

The problem of ventilation is, therefore, 
to change the air slowly and constantly as 
a body with avoidance of localized drafts 
and stagnant air pockets. ; 

The house of the future will abandon the 
present window and provide separate sys 
tems of openings for air and light. 

The old superstition that rooms must be 
high in order to be wholesome is obsolete. 
Instead of a high room with a few half- 
height windows at one or two sides, the 
rooms should be low, with small openings 
at all sides and levels, building the whole 
house on the principle of a basket. If these 
openings are formed in such a way as to 
reduce the velocity of the air sufficiently, 
we shall have a constant and not noticeable 
exchange of air through the whole house. 

The moving force for this exchange will 
not be the violent localized differences of 
temperature used theretofore, but a much 
more efficient horizontal movement caused 
B Wind, differences of.density, and baro- 
metric pressure.

PATHFINDER 


Amazing Adventures of the 
American Who Blazed 
the Overland Trail 


By

NE HUNDRED years ago, the easy-go 

ing Spanish-speaking inhabitants of 
Los Angeles were surprised to see a strange 
American, clad in the wild picturesque garb 
of a trapper of the Far West, striding dowa 
their dusty streets, and gazing curiously 
about him. It was the celebrated Jedediah 
Strong Smith, the firet American to enter 
California by an Overland Route, and the 
‘Breatest Pathfinder of all the hardy pioneers 
who marked the far western trails twenty 
years before Fremont followed up their foot 
prints hither. 


Smith was the first American to explore 
our great Southwest, the first white man to 
ever cross the Sierra Nevadas, and the first 
te ‘completely traverse and fully describe 
what later became the Overland Route to 
California, by both the Truckee River Route 
and the Walker Pass Route through the 
He twice explored the Overland 
Route to Los Angcles from Salt Lake; and 
he was the first American to travel the Ore 
gon-California Route west of the Cascade 
Mountains. Also, he completely traversed 
what was later known as the Oregon Route. 

This year of 1926 is the California cen- 
tenary of this real ploneer Pathfinder, who 
is now often called the Pathfinder of the 
Sierras. A descendant of old Puritan stock, 
he was a true Yankee, born in Connecticut 
as the oldest of thirteen children whose 
father and family had joined the great 
western trek of New Englanders at the be- 
ginning of the last century, and eventually 
emigrated to the now famous Western Re- 
serve in Ohio. There in Ashtabula county, 
young Smith grew up, managed to acquire 
& good education, and early found employ- 
ment upon the Great Lakes. 


The great West was then calling to all 
red-blooded young men in stentorian tones, 
the wanderlust was in Smith's veins, and 
so he speedily hearkened to that trumpet 
call for ploneers. Even as early as 1822, 
we find him in the very Farthest West of 
our country, as an employee of the noted 
General W. H. Ashley, whose travels had 
once taken him within far sighting distance 
of the Sierra Nevadas, shortly after Jim 
Bridger had discovered the Great Salt Lake 
fa Utah. 


In 18234 Smith was on the Snake 
River in charge of a band of Ashley's: fur 
trappers; and, before very long, he became 
& partner of Ashicy’s in the fur business, 
under the firm name of Ashley & Smith. 
Later on, when Ashley left the Rocky Moun- 
tain Fur Company, it was Smith who aco 
quired hj interest therein; and once in it, 
he determined to try to find some good new 
country where the fur had not been mostly 
trapped off already. 

With this idea in view, he established a 
headquarters on the east side of Great 
Salt Lake, and ow August 22, 1826, he set 
out on this new and memorable exploring 
expedition, taking with him fifteen trap 
pers and hunters, and setting his face to 
ward the then wholly unknown dnd unex- 
plored Southwest. It took courage to do it, 
but the need was pressing; the fur trade 
was then in its heyday, but competition 
with British, French and other American 
trappers was very keen, afd to make a real 
killing, even thea, one must find new ter 
ritory as yet undiscov- * 
ered by other trappers. 


According to Smith's 
own account, he 
crossed the little Utah 
Lake, and went up the 
Ahsiey Rivér, through 
the country of the Sun- 
patch (San Pitch) In- 
dians, and then struck 
off to the southwest, 
into the terra incognita. 
In that vast unknown | 
wilderness before him, 
where flowed mighty 
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He was dubious as to just what to do with this tall trapper chief, who stood so, straight, looked him so fearlessly in the eye. 


rivers as yet unnamed by-the white man, 
and where there towered aloft savage and 
formidable mountain ranges whose very ex- 
istence was as yet even unheard of by our 
race, countless dangers daily beset the wan- 
dering path of the adventurous trapper. 
More than half of those that ventured be- 
yond the Rockies in those wild days Were 
sooner or later killed by the Indians. But 
these brave and daring Americans, whose 
continued survival became almost a daily 
miracle of strenuous existence, were Made 
of ‘stern stuff, an were not afraid to face 
any man or danger that they might en- 
counter. Forged in the white heat of con- 
tinual contact with savage nature and still 
more savage red men, like blades of tem- 
pered steel they were but hardened the 
more by the chilling waters of adversity. 


Bo Smith set his face toward the utter 
wilderness, with all the courage of the west- 
erner, who always has been and will be a 
man of his hands, and an undaunted and 
resolute spirit. Soon he crossed a high new 
range of mountains running from northwest 
to southeast, and pever before seen by 
Americans. . Beyond that, he discovered a 
river no one had ever even heard of be- 
fore, and which he named the Adams River, 
from the President, John Quincy Adams, 
from whom he hed a written license to hunt 
and trade in the territories west of the 
Rocky Mountains. He noted that this river 
flowed to the southwest, and then struck 
off again, bearing slightly to the north. 


After ten days’ march, he encountered a 
stream which he supposed to be the same 
Adams (now Virgin) River, but which very 
likely was what is now called the Muddy 
River, a branch of ‘the Virgin. He was at 
tonished to find the stream now flowing te 
the southeast—but the fact is, as stated, 
that he was now on another river. Two 
days’ travel down this stream brought him 
to its junction with a tremendous river 
which the local Indians called the Seeds 
Keeder—the Colorado River. Smith motes 
that it was full. of rapids and shallows and 
that the country (Arizona) to the south of 
it was wholly sterile. Following the Seeds 
Keeder down a ways, he came to a fertile 
valley inhabited by Indfans named Ammvu- 
cheebes (Amajabes or Mojaves,) about 
eighty miles from the mouth of the Colorado 
River in the Gulf of California. 


The Mojaves were friendly and supplied

Smith and his men with food and also with 
some horses that they had stolen from the 
Spaniards in California. Here, too, Smith 
found two wandering Indians that had 
strayed from the California missions, and 
made a bargain with them, to guide him 
hheross the ‘desert west of where he now 
was. 


After a fortnight’s rest, Smith therefore 
struck off to the west. plunged into the 
Mojave Desert, crossing “a salt plain eight 
by twenty miles” (Death Valley’) and after 
a terrible fifteen days’ trip, in which he 
exhausted his provisions and lost most of 
his horses, he finally was guided to Cajon 
Pass; and, on November 27, 1826, he dr- 
rived at Mission San Cabriel, near Los An- 
geles. 

A thunderbolt from the blue could not 
have startled the padres, authorities and 
Californians generally, more than this sud- 
den and amazing appearance of Americans 
in their midst from a quarter whose for- 
bidding natural barriers of vast distances, 
terrible deserts and towering mountain 
ranges had hitherto seemed to protect Call- 
fornia from invasion, on the landward side 
to the east. Under the old Spanish laws 
of isolation, still in force under the new 
Mexican government, no foreigners were 
permitted to enter California, save by spe- 
cial license from Mexico City. The Mext- 
ean and California authorities always had 
an intense fear of an American invasion, 
and lo! here were personified and realized 
their very worst apprehensions! 


The padres informed Smith that he had 
no right to enter California, so the latter 
at once sat down and wrote a respectful 
letter to the Governor of California, Eche- 
andia, who was then at San Diego, explain- 
ing that he, his men and horses were in an 
almost starving cundition, and be had to 
enter California to supply his imperative 
needs. The Los Angeles authorities never- 
theless placed Smith and his men under ar- 
rest, and made them give up their arms, 
greatly to the wrath of the fronticrsmen, 
who always hated above all else to ever 
give up their “shooting-irons.” 


Echeandia, who had received strict orders 
from Mexico to expel and keep all for. 
eigners out of California, ordered Smith to 
be brought before him, and once in his 
presence, he demanded that Smith give an 
account of himself, Smith explained to the

Smith's on to Mexico, in whose archives 
it may one day be found and returned to 
us, as a priceless relic of our historic past. 
Smith explained that he could not go back 
from the Colorado to Utah by the way that 
he had come, as he had neither horses nor 
provisions enough to cover that five hun- 
dred miles, whereas it was only three hun- 
dred miles to California where he could re- 
outfit himself. 


Very likely it seemed to Echeandia that 
these bold Americans had gone a long dis- 
tance out of their way to risk getting into 
such a dilemma, and there must be some- 
thing sinister behind this invasion of Cali- 
fornia by armed Americanos from the terra 
incognita to the eastward. Frankly, he was 
dubious as to just what to do with this tal! 
trapper chief, who stood so straight, looked 
him so fearlessly in the eye, as man to 
man, and spoke with as much assurance as 
if the whole United States government was 
back of him—which it certainly was—in a 
literal sense. Jedediah Smith, at that, was 
no common man, or rough hunter, half- 
Savage trapper, or mere uncouth backwoods- 
man. Colonel J. J. Warner (later of War- 
ner’s Hot Springs) who first met him in the 
East in 1830, testifies that Smith was “a 
well-bred, intelligent Christian gentleman,” 
who had a well-earned reputation of being 
an honorable and truthful man, famous for 
his reliability throughout the Far West. 

Whilst Governor Echeandia was mulling 
over the matter, several biuff old American 
sea-captains whose ships wore then lying in 
the harbor of San Diego heagcd of Smith's 
parious positioa, and after colloguing with 
him and finding that he was a real biue- 
belly Yankee like themselves, they put their 
grizzled heads together and concocted a 
Round Robin to help him out of his fix, 
in the absolutely unique and original form 
of a solemn Certificate of Character, which 
was duly signed by the said Yankee cap- 
tains of the American ships Waverly, 
Courter and Olive Branch, and then present- 
ed by these worthies, with all due state and 
ceremony, to his perplexed Excellency the 
Governor of California. 

None of these hearty old salts had ever 
set eyes upon Smith before, or even heard 
of him at all; but, what was a mere trifle 
like that, as between Americans in a far 
land, with a fellow Yankee adrift on a lee 
shore, and a howling gale of official dis- 
pleasure likely to blow him on the rocks at 
any minute? So, they cheerfully added that 
his official papers were quite O.K.. and that 
his reasofs for entering sacred California 
were entirely as he alleged them to be. 

Grouchy as he usually was, Echeandia 
must have smiled, when he perused this 
most unusual state document; but it gave 
him a plausible excuse to later send to his 
own superiors in Mexico, along with 
Smith's diary. The Gove-ror really should 
have duly honored Smith's license, signed 
as it was by the United States government, 
but he waved that aside as a mere trifle. 

However, the aforesaid certificate seemed 
to him to offer him a way out of the appar-

Our situation is quite unpleas 
ant, we being destitute of clothing and most 
of the necessities of life, the wild meat of 
game being our principal subsistence; and 
we particularly are in need of horses. Yet, 
though a foreigner unknown to you, Rev- 
erend Father, I am your true friend and 
Christian brother, Jedediah S&S. Smith.” 

Smith had made up his mind to return 
Hest, get the rest of his party, return with 
them, and then take the whole of hig band 
up to the Columbia River country. ; 
, Accordingly, next day, Magy 20, 1327, he 
started back, taking with him only two 
men, seven horses and two mules. The 
rest of his men be left behind there, with 
orders to keep on trapping that part of 
California until he returned. For he, the 
Pioneer Trapper of inland California, and 
his men were now making rich hauls of fine 
fur there. 

Undaunted by his two previous faflures 
to cross the mighty snow-clad summit of the 
Sierra Nevadas, which no white man as yet 
had ever succeeded in doing, this Path- 
finder of the Sierras, taking a desperate 
chance at perishing through lack of food 
by traveling as light as he now was, 
pushed his way up the American River to 
fits headwaters, crossed the summit close to 
the upper reaches of the Truckee River, and 
descended the eastern slopes of those tre: 
mendous mountains, to the wide and arid 
plains of Nevada. , 

* Comcerning this first crossing of the 
Sierras, Smith later wrote: “In eight days 
we crossed Mt. Joseph, losing on Ks pass 
age two horses and one mule. At the sum- 
mit, the snow was still from four to eight 
feet deep, and so hard now that the horses 
sank only a few inches in,it. After a march 
of twenty days eestward from Mt. Joseph, 
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Tunnels were dug In what was ap an- 
cient river bed, and enlarged into sub- 
terranean chambers of respectable 
size. After the miner had satisfied 
himeelf that they had exhausted the 
possibilities of his particular claim, he 
turned his “diggings” into a comfort- 
able dwelling by the simple expedient 
of a door fitted in the mouth of the 
tunnel, and a stovepipe projecting 
through the ground over the man- 
made cave. 


Smith was impatient to get 
rest of his band to that Ei] Dorado 
furs in California, and so, next month, 
July, 1827, he left hig old camp on the east 
side of Salt Lake with eighteen men, two 
women, and sufficient horses, that he had 
left there. This time

Startiing feature of the country between 
Green River and Grand River. On striking 
the latter stream, be crossed it and set off 
to che south west. 


After a tofisome trip through that wild 
sud forbidding country where three States 
now meet, all of it then quite unexplored 
by Americans, he struck the Colorado River 
at its most imposing spot—the Grand Can- 
yon of the Colorado—upon which he seems 
to have been the first American to ever 
gaze. And even to such a bold and hardy 
explorer, it must have seemed the maguifi- 
cent and unparalieled spectacle that it ever 
is to him who beholds it for the first time. 


The sheer drop of the mighty canyon 
walls prevented bis reaching the river bed 
here, so he now bore off southerly, again 
striking) the river below the canyon, at a 
village of the Mohave Indians. lUséke the 
Mohaves he had met on the Colorado last 
year, these also appeared to be most friend- 
ly, and even helped them make two rafts 
on which Smith intended to cross over his 
party and their supplies. 

Smith and some of his men had success- 
fully crossed the river, when without the 
slightest warning the treacherous redskias 
attacked those still on the other bank of the 
river, and maseacred ten men and both 
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ties. Smith now joined them here. about 
the end of October, 1827, but scarcely had 
he arrived there than the local officials, 
who were now convinced that he had come 
to abet a plot to seize California, threw him 
into prison, and would hardly forward to 
Governor Echeandia at Monterey the letter 
that Smith now wrote him. 

Echeandia ordered him sent to M.terey, 
and once there, demanded of him ire rea- 
son for bis retarn to California. One would 
think that the harrowing tale of the fright- 
ful experiences from which poor Smith had 
lately barely escaped with his life would 
have moved a heart of stone, but Echeandla 
really thought, in hts peevish, narrow-mind- 
ed and ignorant noodle, that Smith was the 
head of a troop of invaders! He therefore 
treated him like a dog, and ordered him 
sent back to priscn. 

Indeed, Echeandia wrote thé President of 
Mexico that Smith was a most dangerous 
character, and his “invasion” of California 
was a “hostile act” on the part of the 
United States government for which it 
Should be held strictly responsible! Worse 
still, the President of Mexico next year, 
1828, actually complained to the Aimerican

HE THRILLS and chills of the 

mystery melodrama have at last 
reached the screen. That most suc- 
cessful of shivery stage pieces, 
“The Bat,” has been very ade- 
quately produced by Roland West 
for United Artists release. And 
while it may not be the ultimate in 
all respects, it is the biggest step 
that has yet been taken in the 
adaptation of a form of entertain- 
ment that has enjoyed an immense 
vogue in the “speakies” during the 
past few years, but has generally 
yielded only results of dullness in 
the cinema. 

No matter how cold you may 
think yourself to be on the subject 
of thrillers you'll be sure of some 
moments of tense excitement while 
watching this production. And if 
you aren't personally so affected, 
it's a certainty that one or the 
other of your immediate neighbors 
in the theatre will be. which— 
one way or the other-—is just about 
as much as one wants of a mystery 
play in the way of amusement.

In fact, the printed program for the 
stage play used to contain a warn- 
ing to all audience members not 
to divulge the ending to their 
friends. The screen program, I 
understand, will_contain a similar 
admonition. 

What I liked best about the pic- 
ture is the fact that it involves cer- 
tain events and circumstances that 
are different from the stage play. 
Even those who have seen the foot-

light version will, on this account, 
probably be uncertain as to the ac- 
tual finish. 

There is the same general plot 
about the hidden money and the 
rented house which becomes the 
center for the activities of a mys- 
terious intruder. A very clever 
spookiness is given the entire ac- 
tion, and a weird atmosphere is al- 
so procured through the shadowy 
spectral flying figure of a bat. 

The way in which the final scenes 
are photographed is exceptional. 
The climax has splendid suspense, 
and will have many audience mem- 
bers in that lively state of suspense 
which borders on hysteria. 

Altogether, the picture is one for 
which a tremendous popularity may 
be predicted, as, in many ways, it 
is a clever pioneering achievement 
in a field that has heretofore proved 
pretty baffling to all producers.
